If money can talk, Maj. McKinley’s bright 
Presidential expectations seem destined to 
disappointment, for, according to prevalent 
gossip, the opposition to his nomination is 
not only concentrating their forces, but are 
piling up their dollars to defeat the high 
tariff apostle. 

While McKinley is feeling satisfied and his 
supporters are confident of his success, the 
other side is working like a colony of 
beavers and plans have been formulated to 
place $1,000,000 in St. Louis banks, to be 
used in carrying the convention for an 
Dastern man, presumably Morton. This 
money is to be at the disposal of several 
‘shrewd lobbyists of long experience in po- 
litical wire pulling.

Louis for several days, while the others 
are doing missionary work in Washington 
and New York. 

The anti-McKinley lobby, it is said, will 
be well organized and money will be freely 
used to accomplish his defeat.

It was decided at a meeting of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Relief Committee and the 
chairmen of the sub-stations Saturday at- 
ternoon to close the district relief stations 
permanently Saturday afternoon. : 

The work of relief will be continued by the 
central organization. The stricken district 


will be divided into small territories for a 
complete house to house’ canvass. 

The St. Vincent de Paul stations may be 
continued, but independently. 


Even with the district stations closed 
much will remain to be done in the work 
of relief. Perhaps the most important and 
extensive part of the work is to come. The 
district stations have served to provide for 
the immediate wants of the sufferers. 

Applicants have been given food and 
clothing, perhaps enough to last them two 
weeks. hen the needy families have ex- 
hausted these supplies, it will be necessary 
to furnish them with more and in many 
cases to carry them for several months. 

Mr. Walter Vrooman, in charge of relief 
headquarters in room 420 Merchants’ Ex- 
change Building, estimates that there will 
be 2.200 families to be maintained by the 
Relief Committee. They have been fur- 
nished with provisiong to the extent of 
about $4 each. It is thought that at least $25 
will be necessary for each family. This 
will alone require $62,500 additional to what 
has already been used. 

In addition to cash expenditures, esti- 
mated by Dr. W. W. Boyd-at $35,000, there 
are a large number of outstanding orders 
issued from the district stations, especially 
from that in charge of the United Hebrew 
Society. It is thought that $15,000 will cover 
all these orders. If these estimates are 
cofrect, the relief fund will have been 
diminished by $50,000 when the outstanding 
orders have been paid. 

In addition to the families which will 
have to be carried until supported by their 
own resources, there is another class of 
sufferers which will prove an even more 
serious drain upon the fund. These are 
the widows and aged, whose every source of 
ewe has been swept away by the tor- 
nado. a a 

One case in point is that of a widow 
dependent, for support upon the rent of 
houses wHich were utterly destroyed dur- 
ing the disaster. She will have to be helped 
or starve. Another case is that of an ojd 
woman who made her living at the wash- 
tub, eking out a scant subsistence. She 
“had the use of a little shanty rent free. It 
was ‘wiped out by the tornado, and she her- 
self was injured so seriously that she can 
no longer labor... Such cases are exceeding- 
ly numerous on the books of the relief com- 


ittee, 

Still another claes to be provided for are 
those whose friends have helped thém until 
now, but who must soon come forward for 
assistance from the Relief Fund or accept it 
at the hands of the canvassers who are to 
continue at. work.

NEW YORK, June 6—The Herald this 
morning says: What looks like a powder 
trust is now in operation, backed by many 
millions of dollars and virtually controlled 
which

three companies are the Laflin & Rand Pow- 
der Co., the Hazard Powder Co. and the 
Dnpont-De Nemours Co., all of this city. 
As a result of the combination the price 
of rifle powder or what is called sporting 
powder has advanced from $3.25 for a keg 
weighing twenty-five pounds to $4, while 
blasting powder has advanced from 22 to 
$2.50 a keg. The schedule for other grades 
has been correspondingly advanced. The 
new order went into effect on June 1. 

Although the officials of the companies 


way there was no agreement between them, 
the fact that prices are advanced on the 
same day to the same figures might seem 
to indicate otherwise. 

The Phoenix Powder Co. is one of the 
first 4 twenty smaller companies to 
surrender to the big concerns. he Phoe- 
nix was named as the next largest com- 
gene to those that have advanced prices. 

ts stock is almost entirely owned by the 
Lafiin & Rand Co., and its present offi- 
cers are to be replaced by others named by

THE CORONER OF EAST Sr. Louis 
SAYS THE FATHER DIDN'T. 


The Neighbors Very Much Excited 
and for a While Dire Threats 
Were Made. 


— 


Henry Stein, a pale, blond young fellow 
of cruel proclivities, will not be tried for 
murder on account of the death of his 5 
months old child, because Coroner Camp- 
bell of East St. Louis and a jury decided 
Saturday morning that the little one died 
of intermittent fever. 

But this verdict will not let Stein out 
of the East St. Louis Jail, for he was ar- 
rested on Friday evening for his harsh 
treatment of his child and he must answer 
to that charge. 


Coroner Campbell made a post mortem 
examina‘ion of the infant girl Saturday 
morning to learn whether it had not met 
a violent death, as it was alleged, at the 
hands of its cruel father. Dr. Campbell 
found no marks on e y, and then 
he empaneled a jury % hold an inquest. 
The investigation took place in the house 
of the Steins, at Fisk and Galveston ave- 
nues. 

Henry Burgdorf, brother-in-law of Stein, 
and Mrs. McCoy, who lives with the Steins, 
testified that they saw Stein slap the baby 
last Monday. 

The mother testified in defense of her 
husband and alleged th the baby had 
had intermittent fever fof several weeks. 

The jurymen were impressed with the 
Coroner’s statement as to the lack of 
signs of violence, and they returned a 
verdict to the effect that death was due to 
intermittent fever. 


| 

When the news spread through Denver- 
side Friday evening that Stein’s baby was 
dead and that he had beaten it while he 
was in a drunken frenzy, the p@pple be- 
came excited and made dire threa®. Stein 
was hustled off to the police station and 
his wife was hurried after him, for he 
had accused her of beating the child. 

The story current was that Stein returned 
from a night’s carousal Friday — 
and went to bed. His sick baby crawle 
over to him to be petted and he struck it 
savagely. It was said, too, that when his 
wife protested he beat-her also. 

The testimony of Be 
Coy was to tne effect that the cruel treat- 
ment occurred Monday. 


Dr. Campbell said after the inquest that 
while he believed that the baby had been 
struck he did not believe that the blows 
killed it, and by the verdict of the jury he 
was done with the case.

Stein’s contradictory stories of what he 
did to his child do not add confirmation 
to the Coroner's verdict. He said when first 


arrested that his wife had beaten it. Satur- 
day “yo wey | he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he rolled on the baby while he 
was asleep Wednesday — ; 

The Steins were married at Central Sta- 
tion about a year ago. Mrs. Stein was a 
Miss Burgdorf. Both her father and mother 
met tragic deaths two years ago. The fath- 
er was killed by falling from his buggy on 
the Eads bridge, where his horse become 
frightened at a passing tralg. 

The mother was killed in a runaway while 
returning from a celebration of the French 
Fete at yot’s Grove.

Treatment for an Electric Shock. 


Dr. D’Arsonville of Paris, who has made 
a special study of methods of treating per- 
sons injured by electric shocks, proposes 
the following formula: The person so dis- 
abled should be treated like one drowned;

election resulting in the sentence of fine 
and imprisonment for eight of the ringsters, 
have drawn public opinton to the Board as 
it has not been drawn for years. The op- 
ponents of Mr. Stark are citing this fact 
and the demand has gone up for the elec- 
tion of an attorney not identified with 
Board factions. 

They also call attention to Stark’s atti- 
tude during the recent School Board trou- 
bles. It was on his advice that the Repub- 
ican majority originally selected a list of 
judges, and clerks for the Tenth.. Distr‘ct 
election which resulted in a mandamus from 
the Supreme Court and the punishment of 
the ringsters for disobeying it. Before that 
he. advised the ¢ontrolling faction in the 
old Board that they need nold no election, 
but had power. to perpetuate themselves in 
office. Several citizens applied to the Su- 
preme Court to compel the holding of elec- 
tion, and Mr. Stark was overruled. 

Then Mr. Stark advised thé ringsters that 
they were the sole judges of the qualifica- 
tions of judges and clerks for the Tenth Dis- 
trict election, independent of the State law, 
and could appoint whom they pleased. 

On this advice a list of Republicans was 
appointed and once more Mr. Stark was 
overruled by the Supreme Court. When the 
ringsters decided to ignore the highest tribu- 
nal of the State, Mr. Stark warned them of 
the consequences then, and as the attorney 
of the individual lawbreakers, helped to de- 
fend them before the Supreme Court for 
ignoring his warning.
